Part  One  -  Introduction 


SECTION  I  -  C7ENEPwAL 


The  Provincial  Gaols. of  Alberta  are  under  the 
Supervision  of  the  Department  of  the  Attorney  General,  through 
the  Corr^^ctions  Branch.  The  headquarter  staff,  responsible  to 
the  Correction  Services  Director,  consists  of  the  Coi'rectional 
Institutions  Superintendent,  the  Inspector  of  Gaols,  and  a 
clerical  staff  of  four.  .  A  central  classification  organization, 
knov;n  as  the  Prisoner  Selection  Gommittee  also  operates  in  the 
headquarters .  Tv;o  members  of  this  Committee  are  located  in 
Edmonton  and  one  member  is  located  in  Calgary. 

Personnel  and  Accounting  services  are  provided  by 
the  General  Administration  Branch  of  the  Attorney  General's 
Department. 

The  Correctional  Institutions  Superintendent, 
assisted  by  the  Inspector  of  Gaols,  administers  and  super¬ 
vises  the  operation  of  seven  adult  penal  institutions  and  tv/o 
juvenile  institutions,  and  nine  forestry  camps.  Established 
complement  of  this  organization  during  the  year  consisted  of 
618  personnel.  During  that  period  of  time,  there  v;ere  16,802 
inmate  admissions  to  the  institutions. 

Personnel  selection  and  trainingvas  a  continuing 
problem  through  out  the  year.  There  v/ere  81  separations  for 
various  reasons,  v;hile  127  staff  v;ere  engaged.  This  area 
continues  to  depreciate  during  the  present  year.  Excessive 
staff  turnover,  scarcity  of  highly  trained  staff  and  limited 
headquarters  organization  continues  to  present  obstacles  to 
the  d  evelopm.ent  and  implementation  of  a  career-oriented  staff 
training  program..  Competition  from  industry,  commerce  and 
other  institutional  organizations,  makes  it  difficult  to 
recruit  or  retain  men  v/ith  the  capacity  to  accept  new  correc¬ 
tional  techniques  and  to  perform  a  role  v/hich  might  influence 
behavior  patternsof  their  charges.  A  high  degree  of  skill  in 
hum.an  behavior,  custodial  techniques  and  remedial  treatm.ent 
processes  is  required,  if  a  Correction  Officer  is  to  perform 
his  function  satisfactorily.  This  standard  cannot  be  attained 
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unless  selection  standards  are  designed  to  seek  and  attract 
such  applicants.  No  organization  can  continue  to  progress 
in  efficiency  unless  selected  staff  are  encouraged  to  remain 
with  the  organization  and  are  provided  v/ith  an  up-to-date  and 
efficient  training  program.  For  these  reasons,  it  is  important 
that  our  standards  be  brought  up  to  the  level  of  the  other 
organizations  competing  for  the  same  type  of  staff.  It  also 
follov/s  that  our  pay  structure  must  approach  that  of  other 
organizations  similar  to  ours.  Together  v;ith  this,  it  is  m.ost 
essential  that  v/e  organize  and  develop  a  sophisticated  and 
continuing  training  program. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  current  year  was  the 
decision  to  proceed  v/ith  the  construction  of  a  new  Provincial 
Gaol  at  Peace  River,  Alberta.  A  plot  of  agricultural  land, 
eight  miles  v/est  of  Peace  River  Tovm,  v/as  secured,  and  construction 
of  a  modern  correctional  institution  was  commenced  in  the  Spring 
of  1966.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  institution,  v/hich  v/ill  be 
opened  in  the  Fall  of  1967,  will  relieve  the  overcrov/ding  of 
Fort  Saskatchewan  Prcvincial  Gaol,  which  is  a  continuing  and 
ever-vexatious  problem. 

SECTION  II  -  INSTITUTIONS 
A.  Lethbridge  Provincial  Gaol 

This  v/as  the  first  Provincial  Gaol  in  Alberta. 

Opened  in  1911,  v/ith  a  capacity  of  168  inmates,  the  main 
building  haS  seen  little  change,  although  accommodation 
can  nov/  be  forced  to  282  inmates.  During  the  years, 
additional  facilities  have  been  added,  so  that  nov/,  there 
is  a  modern  dairy,  machine  shop,  greenhouse,  fire  depart¬ 
ment,  chapel,  storage  warehouse  and  a  modern  canning  plant. 
These  provide  an  outlet  for  inmate  labour,  a  means  of 
informal  training  in  the  indicated . skills ,  and  reduced 
cost  of  services,  v/hich  v/ould  otherv/ise  have  to  be  provided 
from  outside  sources.  An  institutional  farm  of  1100  acres 
suppli.es  milk,  pork  and  vegetable  produce  for  the  institution, 
as  well  as  providing  a  much-needed  labour  outlet  for  from 
100  to  170  men,  depending  on  the  season.  The  farm  is  irri¬ 
gated  through  the  St.  Mary's  River  Irrigation  Project.  A 
total  of  641 . 75  acres  of  land  were  so  used  for  the  production 
of  vegetable,  feed  and  cereal  crops.

A  dairy  herd,  beef  herd  and  hog  raisi.ng  operation 
contribute  not  only  to  inmate  employment,  but  also  contri¬ 
bute  to  revenue,  conservatively  priced  at  $44,919.45, 
during  the  year. 

B.  Fort  Saskatchev^an  Provincial  Gaol 


This  Provincial  Gaol  v/as  opened  in  1914  to  accom¬ 
odate  300  male  adult  prisoners.  ‘ihe  V/omen '  s  Gaol  for 
Alberta  is  located  on  the  same  ground  and  operates  under 
the  supervision  of  the  V/arden  of  the  men's  institution. 

This  unit  v/as  built  in  *1923  to  accomodate  46  women  in 
outside  type  cells.  In  1952,  the  V/omen ' s  Gaol  was  enlarged 
through  the  addition  of  a  custodial  wing,  consisting  of  56 
cells,  a  30-bed  dormatory  and  a  small  auditorium,  thus 
providing  accomodation  for  132  women.  As  the  daily  average 
population  throughout  the  year  v/as  only  58  v/omen,  this  space 
is  not  serving  to  the  best  advantage.  The  dormatory,  hov/ever, 
was  converted  to  a  tailoring  shop  in  1965,  providing  training 
and  employment  for  the  inmates.  The  male  institution  v/as 
enlarged  in  1960,  through  the  construction  of  a  100-bed 
dormatory  outside  the  gaol  proper.  Although  this  was  designed 
as  a  temporary  structure,  it  is  still  in  use.  Follov/ing 
com.pletion  of  a  nev/  administration  wing  in  1961,  added  space 
was  released,  v/hereby  another  36  bed  spaces  were  made  avail¬ 
able.  Single  space  accommodation  is,  therefore,  available 
for  436  inmates.  Hov/ever,  the  daily  average  population  has 
been  448  for  the  year  under  review.  This  is  a  remarkably 
low  figure  as  the  previous  years  produced  daily  averages  of 
over  490  and  the  present  year  gives  evidence  of  a  corres¬ 
ponding  trend.  Consistent  overcrov/ding  has  been  experienced 
and  this  has  been  met  by  the  expediency  of  doubling  two 
inm.ates  in  one  cell,  an  extrem.ely  undesirable  situation,  end 
by  routine  and  emei-gency  transfers  to  other  institutions. 

Overcrov/ding,  inadequate  recreational  facilities 
and  shortage  of  training  and  employment  outlets  are  distur¬ 
bing  problems  v/hich  ere  constantly  under  consideration.  As 
stated  previously,  the  opening  of  Peace  River  Provincial 
Gaol  is  eagerly  anticipated. 

Employment  is  provided  through  the  operation  of  a 
1780-acre  mixed  farm,  tv/o  forestry  camps,  building  maintenance

grounds  maintenance  and  institutional  housekeeping.  An 
automobile  license-plate  plant  is  considered  to  be  of  out¬ 
standing  importance,  since  it  provides  all  the  automobile 
licenses  required  by  the  Alberta  Motor  Vehicle  Licenses 
Branch.  These  various  activities  provide  employm-ent  for 
up  to  320  men  and  52  women,  depending  upon  the  season. 

The  f  arm  operation  and  the  license-plate  plant 
are  the  largest  users  of  labour,  with  1]^^  people  being 
employed  in  agriculture  and  associated  operations,  and 
45  employed  in  the  license-plate  plant.  These  two  oper¬ 
ations  provided  revenue  of  $208,119.89  during  the  year. 

C .  Belm.ont  Rehabilite^tion  Centre 

This  forv/ard-looking  institution  v/as  established 
in  1954  to  provide  a  specialized  treatment  unit  for  the 
alcoholf.c  offender.  It  commenced  operations  in  temporary 
headquarters  on  the  north-east  edge  of  the  City  of  Edmonton, 
in  April,  1954.  A  new  building  was  opened  ir.  Septem.ber, 

1956.  There  is  accomodation  for  130  inmates  in  eight  open 
dormatories.  Inmates  of  this  instituti.on  are  selected  from 
the  populations  of  Lethbridge,  Calgary  and  Fort  Saskatchewan 
Provincial  Gaols,  by  the  Prisoner  Selection  Committee.  The 
treatment  program  is  based  on  the  spiiitual  approach  of 
the  Alcoholics  Anonymous  Association,  v/hich  has  provided 
generous  and  loyal  support  over  the  years .  As  sincerity  of 
purpose,  desire  for  self-improvement  and  security  reliability 
are  essential  for  selection  to  Belmont,  the  population 
pressure  is  never  great.  On  the  average,  there  are  40 
inmates  accepting  the  alcoholism  treatment  program,  and 
another  40  employed  as  a  v/ork  party.  Occasionally,  some 
of  the  latter  group  become  interested  in  the  program  and 
participate  successfully.  In  consequence  of  these  factors, 
the  daily  average  population  through  the  year  has  been  76 
inmates . 

As  it  is  essential  that  men  in  custody  be  fully 
employed  as  far  as  possible,  and  as  it  is  not  practical  to 
keep  them  fully  occupied  with  a  treatment  program,  it  is 
necessary  to  provide  some  other  m.eans  of  useful  occupation. 
Accordingly,  the  institution  operates  a  farm  of  258  acres 
which  provides  food  for  the  institution  and  feed  for  a  hog¬ 
raising  operation.  There  is  also  a  small  concrete  block

plant,  however,  this  did  not  operate  during  the  year,  inven¬ 
tories  being  in  excess  of  requirements.  Total  revenues  from 
all  services  v;ere  $35,857.17. 

D .  Calgary  Provincia 1  Gaol 

This  institution  commenced  v;ith  the  purchase  cf  four 
sections  (2560  acres)  of  land,  west  of  the  City  of  Calgary  in 
May  of  1956.  One  officer  and  eleven  inmates  v/ere  transferred 
from  the  Bov/den  Institution  to  occupy  the  premises  and 
operate  the  farm  land.  The  first  section  of  the  present  gaol 
was  opened  in  December  of  1958  end  acconmiodated  200  inmates. 
The  remainder  of  the  building,  including  a  cell  block  v;as 
completed  in  1961. 

There  is  accomm.odation  for  388  inmates,  whereas  the 
daily  average  for  the  year  has  been  365.  As  in  the  case  of 
Fort  Saskatchewan,  this  figure  is  remarkably  lov;.  In  previous 
years,  the  average  population  v/as  approxiraately  390.  Current 
trends  indicate  continuing  upward  movement. 

Inmate  industry  as  indicated  elsev;here,  is  a  contin¬ 
uing  probleni.  The  proverb  v/ith  respect  to  "idle  hands"  is 
especially  applicable  to  gaol  populations.  During  the  year, 
a  cement  block  manufacturing  plant  v/as  operated  as  a  result  of 
construction  projects  within  the  institution  and  some  v/ere 
provided  for  the  use  of  other  institutions.  Although  the 
profit  from  this  operation  v/as  not  great  ($317.05),  it  did 
effect  a  small  saving.  More  important,  however,  was  the 
sense  of  accoraplishment  end  experience  received  by  those 
participating  in  the  project. 

A  boot  manufacturing  shop  is  operated  at  Calgary, 
providing  training  and  occupation  for  four  inraates.  During 
the  year,  1,217  pairs  of  boots  v/ere  manufactured,  of  v/hich 
730  pairs  were  produced  for  other  gaols.  In  addition,  all 
repairs  for  Calgary  Gaol  were  carried  out  in  this  shop.  The 
value  of  productl.on  exceeded  the  cost  by  only  $1,228.59, 
which  does  not  cover  the  cost  of  institutional  staff,  equip¬ 
ment,  space  or  depreciation.  However,  this  is  a  situation 
which  must  be  accepted  in  a  provincial  gaol  operation  v/ith 
short  term  inmates,  lov/  volume  and  dispersed  resources. 
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D .  Calgary  Provincial  Gaol  (Cont.) 

Farraing^  gardening,  greenhouse  operation,  and 
associated  services,  as  in  all  our  gaols,  provide  the 
greatest  demand  for  inmate  labour.  All  milk  and  vege¬ 
tables  required  by  the  institution  v;ere  provided  from 
the  land,  v/hich  afforded  employment  for  more  than  100 
inmates.  Although  agricultural  products  v/ere  charged 
to  the  institution  at  a  nominal  figure,  revenues  are 
shown  as  $28,095.]. 8. 

E.  Bowden  Institution 


This  institution  serves  as  the  administrative 
core  for  three  distinbt  operations: 

(a)  Young  Adults 

(b)  Nordegg  Forestry  Camp 

(c)  Male  Juveniles 

YOUNG  ADULT  UNIT 


This  institution  commenced  operations  in  April 
of  1951  in  bui].dings  v;hich  v/ere  orig:  ■  '-lly  constructed 
for  use  as  a  temporary  v/artime  elementr.ry  flying 
station.  The  only  original  building  now  remaining  is 
a  hangar,  v/hich  houses  the  gymnasium  end  vocational 
trainJ.ng  shops.  This  structure  is  no'w  unsound  and  must 
be  demolished  in  the  near  future. 

The  main  institution  is  a  two-storey  brick 
building  containing  administration  space  and  dorm.itories 
for  200  young  male  offenders.  Although  no  arbitrary 
maximum  age  has  been  set,  those  selected  are  usually  not 
older  than  tv/enty-f our  years,  v;ith  the  greatest  number 
being  betvreen  sixteen  and  nineteen - 

Candidates  for  this  institution  are  selected  by 
the  Prisoner  Selection  Committee  from  Lethbridge,  Calgary 
end  Fort  Saskatchewan  Provincial ' Gaols .  Occasionally,  a 
young  offender  may  be  received  directly  from  Court,  v/here 
the  sentence  is  a  short  one,  imposed  under  the  Alberta 
Liquor  Control  Act.  During  the  year  under  discussion, 
there  vras  only  one  of  these. 

Admissions  from  all  sources  totalled  229,  during 
1965/1966.  The  daily  average  during  the  year  v;as  125.99 
inmates . 
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E.  Bov;den  Institution  (Cont.) 
YOUNG  ADULT  UNIT  (Cont.) 


Inmate  treatment  emphasizes  vocational  and  academic 
training.  Inmates  v/ith  sentences  of  one  year  or  more'  have 
the  oppox'tunity  of  proceeding  to  first-year  apprenticeship 
standards  in  carpentry^  motor  mechanics ,  auto  body  repair, 
painting,  v/elding.  sheet  metal,  barbering,  cooking  and 
baking.  Academic  training  is  conducted  by  means  of  the 
Correspondence  School  Branch  of  the  Department  of  Education 
end  supervised  at  the  Institution  by  a  qualified  teacher. 

Farming  is  an  auxiliary  industry  at  Bov/den  and  611 
acres  of  land  is  devoted  to  this  operation.  A  herd  of 
purebred  holsteins,  and  a  flock  of  chickens  provide  boun¬ 
tiful  supplies  of  milk  and  eggs  to  the  entire  population  as 
well  as  providing  employment  for  a  considerable  number  of 
youths  who  v/ould  not  otherv/ise  fit  into  the  Bov/den  program. 

All  inmates  are  employed  from  8:00  a.m.  to  11:40 
a.m. ,  and  from  1:00  p.m.  to  4:40  p.m.  As  of  March  31,  1966, 
when  there  were  126  inmates  in  the  institution,  the  dis¬ 
tribution  was  as  follov/s:- 


16  -  Academic  Training  12.0% 

54  -  Trade  Training  45.0% 

38  -  Housekeeping  and  \7ork  Parties  32.0% 

12  -  Dairy,  farm,  garden  and  greenhouse  9.7% 

6  -  Miscellaneous  assignments  1.3% 


Bowden  is  an  open  institution,  v/ith  no  v/alls, 
fences,  locks  or  other  res traints _ to  prevent  escape. 
Therefore,  it  is  not  surprising  that  there  v;ere  seventeen 
escapes  during  the  year.  Sixteen  of  these  v;ere  apprehended, 
returned  end  sentenced.  Unfortunately,  one  v;as  apprehended 
in  Manitoba,  charged  with  murder,  and  subsequently  sentenced 
to  life  imprisonment. 

JUVENILE  INSTITUTION 


Juvenile  boys  (under  16  years  of  age)  were  first 
adm.itted  to  Bow^den  in  January,  1952,  and  occupied  a  portion 
of  the  present  adult  building  w'hen  it  was  completed  in 
December,  1953.  In  August,  1955,  the  present  juvenile 
building  v/as  completed.  This  is  designed  to  provide  academic 
facilities  and  living  accommodations  for  60  boys.

JUVENILE  INSTITUTION  (Cont.) 

All  boys  in  this  institution  are  coiamitted  to  the 
charge  of  the  Superintendent  of  Juvenile  Offenders,  v/ho  is 
responsible  for  their  placement  and  release.  Hov/ever,  the 
operating  of  the  institution  and  supervision  of  the  staff, 
is  vested  in  the  Correctional  Institutions  Superintendent. 

In  Alberta,  boys  remain  juveniles  until  they 
attain  the  age  of  16  years.  As  this  age  coincides  with 
the  school  leaving  age  prescribed  under  the  Schools  Act, 
it  is  necessary  that  these  boys  follov/  an  academic  program 
when  committed  to  a  juvenile  institution.  Consequently, 
all  boys  are  committed  to  the  curriculum  of  the  Department 
of  Education  and  vocational  training  is  limited  to  hobby 
crafts,  supervised  by  a  hobby  crafts  instructor. 

Food  services,  laundry  services  and  all  other 
maintenance  services  are  provided  by  the  Adult  Institution. 
The  close  association  of  the  two  institutions  and  the 
limited  facilities  of  the  juvenile  building,  create  an 
undesirable  situation  in  regard  to  security,  treatment  and 
accommodation.  Although  the  juvenile  institution  is  rated 
at  a  capacity  of  60,  it  not  uncommonly  houses  over  80  boys. 
This  situation  is  under  discussion  and  it  is  expected  that 
construction  of  a  nev;-  institution  v;ill  be  approved  in  the 
near  futui'e. 

NORDEGG  FORESTRY  BASE  C-^J.IP 

This  unit  is  located  fifty-nine  miles  west  of 
Rocky  Mountain  House  on  the  David  Thompson  Highv/ay.  This 
is  the  site  of  the  ghost  tovm  of  Nordegg,  abandoned  in 
1955,  when  Braseau  Collieries  ceased  operations.  In  June, 
1963,  arrangments  v;ere  com.pleted  betv/een  the  Forestry 
Branch  of  the  Department  of  Lands  and  Forests,  v/hereby  the 
townsite  v/as  occupied  as  an  open  penal  institution  to 
serve  as  a  base  of  operations  for  mobile  forestry  camps  in 
the  Rocky  Mountain  Forest  Reserve. 

Several  buildings  v/ere  renovated  and  put  into 
service  as  admininis tration ,  recreation  and  living  areas. 
There  is  a  dormitory  building,  complete  with  kitchen  and 
dining  room,  v/hich  provides  accommodation  for  62  men.

NORDEGG  FORESTRY  BASE  CA.MP  (Cont.) 

There  has  been  sorae  difficulty  in  inducing  staff  to 
serve  at  this  isolated  location,  however,  the  construction 
of  twelve  housing  units  during  the  past  year  has  assisted  in 
alleviating  this  problem. 

Three  mobile  forestry  camps  operate  from  this 
institution.  They  are  operative  from  break-up  in  the  Spring 
until  such  time  as  heavy  winter  snov/falls  make  servicing 
impossible.  These  are  dispersed  over  an  area  ranging  up  to 
75  miles  from  the  main  institution.  Each  will  accommodate 
24  men,  v/ho  are  employed  on  fire  fighting,  road  clearance, 
tree  planting  and  thinning,  end  such  other  tasks  as  are 
associated  with  forestry  operations.  All  inmates  employed 
at  Nordegg  Campsite  and  the  forestry  camps  receive  50d  each 
working  day.  V/hen  employed  on  fire  fighting  duties,  they 
receive  the  standard  rate  of  75d  per  hour  for  a  ten-hour 
working  day.  During  the  1965  fire  season,  they  assisted 
in  fighting  three  fires  for  a  total  of  936  man  hours. 

F .  Forestry  Camps  General 

In  addition  to  the  three  mobile  forestry  camps 
operating  from  Nordegg,  there  is  a  system  of  camps  operating 
from  the  other  gaols. 

Lethbridge  Provincial  Gaol  operates  camp  Number  One 
in  the  Crov;snest  Forest,  near  Pincher  Creek  and  Coleman, 
Alberta.  This  is  open  from  April  through  December  each  year, 
depending  on  the  v/eather. 

Calgary  Provincial  Gaol  operates  camps  Number  Two 
and  Three  in  the  Bov;  River  Forest,  north  or  south  of  Cochrane, 
Seebe  and  Kananaskis ,  Alberta.  One  unit  is  usually  left  on 
operation  throughout  the  v;inter.  Usually  located  at  the 
Ghost  River  Reservoir,  this  unit  is  nov/  wintering  at  Jumping 
Pound . 


Fort  Saskatchevran  Provincial  Gaol  operates  camps 
Number  Seven  and  Eight,  in  the  Edson  and  VJhitecourt  Forests. 
This  year,  they  also  operated  camp  Number  Nine,  v;hich  is 
assigned  to  Nordegg,  but  could  not  be  manned  or  serviced  by 
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F.  Forestry  Camps  General  (Cont.) 

that  unit  because  of  staff  shortages  and  strained  services. 

Nordegg  and  the  nine  forestry  camps  have  a  potential 
inmate  capacity  of  216  men^  v/ithout  which  the  overcrowding ^ 
v;hich  nov/  creates  a  problem  in  the  main  gaols,  would  be 
impossible.  In  addition,  forestry  camps  provide  an  outlet 
for  clean,  healthful  activity  and  the  opportunity  for  an 
inmate  to  earn  a  rehabilitation  fund.  Empirical  evidence 
leads  us  to  believe  that  these  units  are  powerful  rehabili¬ 
tative  measures . 

There  has  been  some  difficulty  experienced  in 
staffing  these  forestry  units  because  they  involve  long 
hours  of  duty,  separation  from  family  and  deprivation  of 
social  contacts  on  the  part  of  the  staff.  Up  to  this  point, 
the  incentive  of  temporary  promotion  and  the  novelty  of  the 
operation  have  influenced  staffing  favourably,  hov/ever,  it 
is  evident  that  it  will  become  increasingly  difficult  to  man 
these  valuable  units  unless  a  monetary  incentive  is  introduced. 

G .  Peace  River  Provincial  Gaol 

In  1964,  it  v/as  decided  to  build  a  gaol  in  the  Peace 
River  area,  to  relieve  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police 
guardroom  at  Peace  River  of  undesirable  prisoner  iriaintenance , 
and  to  divert  sentenced  persons  from  the  Northern  Alberta  area 
from  the  overcrov.'ded  Fort  Saskatchewan  Gaol.  Accordingly,  land 
was  purchased  eight  miles  west  of  Peace  River  Town  in  the 
Shaftesbury  Settlement.  In  November,  1964,  a  five-unit 
trailer  camp  v/as  moved  to  the  premises  v/ith  a  staff  of  ten, 
end  inmates  v;ere  received  for  the  first  time.  An  additional 
trailer  was  added,  and  accommodation  provided  for  36  inmates. 

Construction  of  a  modern  gaol,  capable  of  contai.ning 
160  inmates,  v;as  comm.enced  in  the  Spring  of  1966,  and  completion 
is  scheduled  for  the  Fall  of  1967.

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B.  Med  ical  Services 


Lethbridge  Institutions  maintain  yearly  contracts  v/ith  local 
doctors,  and  the  remaining  institutions  are  serviced  oh  a 
fee  basis.  A  full-time  nurse  is  employed  at  Calgary,  Bov/den, 
Belmont,  Alberta  Institution  for  Girls  and  Fort  Saskatchev/an . 
In  addition,  medical  orderlies  are  employed  at  most  institu¬ 
tions  . 


All  inmates  are  given  a  complete  medical  examination, 
including  a  chest  X-Ray  on  admittance,  although  the  X-Ray  is 
not  repeated  if  the  individual  has  been  admitted  previously 
within  six  months. 

All  essential  treatment  necessary  to  maintain  health, 
restore  health,  or  contribute  to  rehabilitation  is  provided. 
Prosthetic  devices  and  cosmetic  surgery  are  provided,  but  on 
a  highly  selective  basis,  where  there  are  strong  extenuating 
circumstances . 

Psychiatric  services  are  provided  as  required  on  a 
routine  basis  or  as  recommended  by  a  Court.  Transfers  from 
a  gaol  to  a  mental  hospital  are  a  routine  procedure,  and 
there  were  many  such  transfers  during  the  year.  In  such 
cases,  referral  v;ill  be  made  by  the  gaol  physician  alone,  or 
in  consultation  with  a  local  psychiatrist. 

C .  Counselling  Services 


Prisoner  classification  is  carried  on  through  the 
services  of  a  Classification  Officer  at  each  institution. 

This  office  studies  inmate  files,  conducts  liaison  with  the 
National  Parole  Board  and  the  Prisoner  Selection  Committee 
and  assists  in  the  allocation  of  inmates  to  the  most 
appropriate  employment  or  training  area. 

A  representative  of  the  National  Parole  Board  visits 
each  gaol  on  a  periodic  basis  to  review  applications  for 
parole  and  interviev/  prospective  candidates. 

The  John  Hov;ard  Society  of  Alberta  visits  all  gaols 
on  a  regular  monthly  basis  to  carry  out  post-release  planning 
services  and  act  as  a  parole  agent  on  behalf  of  the  National 
Parole  Board.  Likev^ise,  the  Salvation  Army  conducts  regular 
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C .  Counselli.ng  Services  (Cont.) 

visits  to  all  institutions  in  addition  to  the  services  provided 
by  the  full-time  members  of  that  organization.  In  addition, 
a  full-time  social  worker  is  employed  at  Calgary  and  Bov;den 
Institution . 

D .  Educational  Services 

A  formal  academic  program  is  operated  at  the  tv/o 
juvenile  institut:!  ons  as  a  statutory  requireiaent .  The 
academic  and  vocational  training  program  at  the  Bowden 
Adult  Institution  has  been  mentioned  heretofore.  Thi.s 
group  of  institutions ^employs  a  staff  of  15  school  teachers 
and  ten  vocational  training  instructors. 

In  addition  to  these,  a  full-time,  teacher  is 
employed  at  Calgary  Provincial  Gaol  and  Fort  Saskatchev/an . 

These  persons  adm.inister  and  supervise  correspondence 
school  courses  for  those  inmates  v,ho  v;ish  to  improve  their 
.  formal  academic  training.  Those  inmates  v/ho  qualify,  may 
write  Department  of  Education  examinations  for  formal 
certification  of  their  standing.

Establishment  as  shov/n  hereunder  indicates  a  total 
staff  of  618  at  all  institutions,  hov/ever ,  strength  is  rarely 
up  to  this  figure.  V/hen  Peace  River  Provincial  Gaol  is 
operating,  it  is  anticipated  that  total  establishment  v;ill 
exceed  700.  Personnel  Administration,  recruiting  selection 
and  training  of  such  a  large  group  presents  a  specialized 
operation,  which  demands  full-time  professional  actention. 

This  is  a  detail  v;hich  v;ill  require  consideration  and  dis¬ 
cussion  in  the  near  future.

This  Committee  interviev/ed  1,851  inmates  for 
transfers  to  Bov;den  Institutionj  Belmont  Rehabilitation  Centre, 
end  Nordegg  Forestry  Camp.  Considerable  priority  v/as  given  to 
transfers  from  Fort  Saskatchevran,  in  order  to  relieve  the 
perpetual  overcrowding  of  that  institution.  It  v/ill  also  be 
noted  that  the  number  moved  from  Fort  Saskatchev/an  to  Belmont 
is  significantly  greater  than  the  number  from  other  gaols.  This 
is  because  v;ork  parties,  v/hich  are  non -treatment  groups,  are 
supplied  from  Fort  Saskatchev/an  Gaol.

It  is  noted  that  a  total  of  18,241  persons,  taale  and 
female,  v;ere  recorded.  It  should  be  stressed  that  this  does 
not  reflect  the  number  of  different  persons  admitted.  Actually, 
there  is  a  considerable  number  of  persons  v;ho  are  committed  on 
several  occasions  during  one  year;  these  tend  to  inflate  the 
admission  figures.  It  v/ill  also  be  noted  that  1311  persons  v/ere 
in  custody  at  the  year  end  and  that  the  daily  average  in  custody 
was  1,260  persons.  This  is  a  significantly  lov;  figure  and  is 
peculiar  tc  the  year  1965/66.  Current  trends  indicate  a  consid¬ 
erable  increase  in  number  in  custody.

Escapes  totalled  thii' ty- tv:o .  In  all  but  tv;o  cases,  these 
were  from  open  custodial  situations.  In  two  cases,  negligence 
of  a  correction  officer  resulted  in  a  break-out  from  maximum 
security  cells.  The  guard  in  question  was  dismissed.  In  all 
cases,  the  escapees  v/ere  recaptured. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  large  volum.e  of  short  term 
inmates.  Only  419  of  12,385  sentenced  were  sentenced  to  one 
year  or  more.  Nearly  65%  of  all  sentences  v/ere  for  less  than 
30  days.  Large  numbers  of  short-term  prisoners  seriously 
handicap  efforts  to  provide  academic  and  vocational  training 
end  rehabilitative  services.

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SECTION  V  -  AGRICULTURE  AND  INDUSTRY 


It  will  be  noted  that  farming  is  a  major  industry  in  the 
Alberta  prison  system.  Total  land  under  cultivation  in  1964/ 
65  consisted  of  6,958  acres.  Grain  crops,  produced  primarily 
for  cattle  feed  v/ere  valued  conservatively  at  $44,722.00. 
Vegetables  were  produced  for  use  in  the  institutions  in  the 
amount  of  2,636,583  pounds,  valued  at  $76,531.88. 

One-hundred-and-f if teen  cows  were  milked,  producing 
135,224  gallons  of  milk,  valued  at  $108,815.00.  Livestock 
totalled  seven-hund-ed-and-seven  head,  of  v/hicb  438  were  hogs. 
A  poultry  flock  is  maintained  at  Bov;den  Institution,  v/hich 
produced  7,654  dozen  eggs.  This  is  a  venture  which  could  well 
be  extended  to  other  institutions,  thereby  increasing  the 
standard  of  living  and  reducing  costs  of  feeding. 

Surplus  agricultural  products  were  disposed  of  v/ithin 
other  institutions  and  commercial  markets,  producing  a  revenue 
of  $129,943.90,  which  represents  a  useful  expenditure  of 
prison  labour,  which  would  otherwise  be  idle. 

Prison  manufacturing  industries  are  limited  by  the  large 
number  of  short-term  prisoners  and  the  difficulty  in  locating 
markets  for  such  industries  as  might  be  feasible  to  install. 

Lethbridge  Provincial  Gaol  operates  a  modern  canning 
plant,  v;hich  shov/ed  a  net  profit  of  $10,844.09. 

Fort  Saskatchewan  Provincial  Gaol  produced  all  vehicle 
license  plates  for  the  Department  of  Highv/ays  fv'iotor  Vehicle 
Licenses  Branch,  shov;ing  a  net  profit  of  $25,560.51,  on  the 
operation . 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  installing  additional 
industry,  hov/ever,  this  involves  many  factors,  such  as  hov;  to 
use  large  nurabers  of  unskilled  labour,  and  how  to  operate 
modern  equipment  economically  v;hen  the  production  requirement 
is  limited.

SECTION  VI  -  EXPENDITURES 

It  will  be  noted  that  inmate  cost  per  diem  ranges  from  a 
low  of  $5.54  at  Fort  Saskatchewan  to  a  high  of  $13.64  at  Belmont 
Rehabilitation  Centre.  The  over-all  average  per  diem  cost  was 
$9.01. 

It  is  very  clear  from  the  table  that  institutions  housing 
less  than  200  inmates  are  extremely  costly  to  operate.  Aside 
from  cost,  it  is  also  indisputable  that  it  is  not  practical  or 
economically  feasible  to  provide  sophisticated  training  and 
treatment  services  to  small  groups . 

Increasing  costs  of  goods  and  services  and  periodic  salary 
increases  are  contributing  to  a  constant  increase  in  operational 
costs.  Constant  vigilance  is  maintained  in  order  to  prevent 
waste  and  inefficient  disbursement  of  funds.  Nevertheless,  it 
is  expected  that  costs  will  continue  to  increase  in  keeping  v/ith 
national  trends .
